Just at the time wien 
we bave coupleted the necessary repaws for 
living comfortably among the heathen, ana 
in some degree prepared ourselves for enga 
gin with undivided attention in the appropri 
ate duties of the mission with pleasing pruspec ts 
of success, we are deprived of hall our strengtn,

faving typesin readiness, we are again re- 
minded of our need of a printiug-press and 
prinier. Since we wrote you tast, the oreth- 
ren at Battacotta have obtained ofliciai per- 
mission from government to repair the public 
charchbuildiags at Manepy and Changane for 
the purpose of opening schools and preaching. 
We ave now taken possession, and have per- 
mission to take possession, of eight of the most 
fertiic and populous parishes inthe district of 
SJ:ffaa. These are all contiguous to eacn other, 
lying on the north west part of the island. 
Truiy the harvest is plenteous, but the labour- 
ers are few. 

The brethren at Battacotta, opened a schooi 
in their house about three months ago, which 
now consists of forty boys, who are instructed 
m the Tamul and Engitsh languases, and in 
the principles of chmstianity. Besides the 
morning service held on the Sabvatn at their 
hous., they have lately begun to hold an alter- 
noon service at an adjacent Village with encour- 
aging prospects of success. 

(he school at Tillipally is in a flourishing 
state. Sixteenboys are able to read with fa- 
cuiy the Famual and English Testament, and 
as any more who are younger, are making 
goo progress in both languages. A Consider: 
able number of boys have received some in- 
et ictionin the scheol; but for various reasons 
has .eft it. The boys in the school are in- 
g. ‘ei in the principles of the christian reli- 
gion as fully as if they were the children of 
christian parents. Most of them have commit- 
ted te memory two or three catechisms in Ta- 
mul, and large portions from the scriptures. 
Tic) are now engaged in transcribing on ollas 
the bok of Genesis. ‘The exercise is particu- 
Jar!y important. as the Tamui Old Lestament is 
now out of print, and it is very desirable that 
the absurd notions uf this people respecting the 
ereation, the fall of man, and commencement of 
ido'atry, should be corrected.

The audience is often larger than at the 
morning service in their dwelling house, and is 
composed almost entirely of different persons.

Assocration,ofthe Seconp PresByTERIAN CHURCH 
in the City of Philadelphia. 


The first Female Sunday School in the city 
of Philadelphia, was instituted by an association 
of young ladies belonging to the congregation 
ofthe second Presbyterian Church in Arch 
Street, in the month of September, cighteen 
hundred and fifteen. So numerous were the 
children, who appeared on the first opening of 
the school, that tre teachers were at once con- 
vinced it was their daty to persevere in the ob- 
ject of their undertaking, by adopting a system | 
to reduce them to order, and promote their im 
provement; this they have happily effected, in 
a degree surpassing their expectations, 








have been admitted into this school since iis 
Comiscnccmeriy one hundrecs and six-een of 
Whom how appear to be permanent scholars, 
forty of that number having continued with us 
since the beginning. Itmay not be amiss, here 
to remark the the selool is divided into four 
classes, and those classes into sections of ten 
each. The general improvement in the school 
is veryevident. ‘The lower classes are advan- 
‘ing as fast as we have reason to expect from 
children of their years, bnt among the high 
Classes naprovement is particularly obs ious and 
into these ciasses a number have been promo-
